Tho newspaper's motoring 
correspondent says that Camps 
bell hopes to use the car to 
break the Inte John Cobb's land 
speed record of 304.19 miles per. 
hour. 

Tho correspondent adds: “Big- 
gest problem facing the de- 
signers 1s how to stop the car ot 
such a ferri{ic speed. 

“They qolculate that the car 
will need o stretch of alx miles 
to reach 476 miles per hour and 
seven miles in which to stop, 

“The only place where a 
record attempt with such a cor 
cnn be made és the salt Mate in 
Utah, America. Even. there the 
Jongest straight is only 13 miles,” 

Mr ‘Donald’ Campbetl {fs al- 
ready the holder of the world's 
water speed record of 239 miles 
per hour, , His father, the late 
Sir Malcolm CampbdeU, held both 
Innd and water records before 
the Second World War.
